In 1915 he ordered a wholesale execution of political prisoners, and this 
$0 enraged the, population that’Sam had to flee and scck safety in the 
French consulate. For the first time in turbulent Haytian history tin: 
right of refuge was ignored by the mob, and the consulate was invaded, 
Sam_was dragged out, his body cut to pieces and tossed into th bay. 
Following thi disturbance the United States Government exercised its 
authority and ever since Hayti has been run from the Navy Department 
in Washington, the active bosses of the country being the marines. 
A Long Job of Uplift. 

There is a feeble native Government, but it takes its orders from the 
nearest marine officer: The marines are also in charge of the native gen- 
darmes, non-commissioned marinesafficers dirceting its activities. For 
some time they found it difficult t0 get a gendarme to face a caco, but 
appear to be making progress in this direction, and hope eventually that 
the native police will be able to cope with the outlaws. — How many cacos 
there are on the island it is difficult to say. The bands vary in size from 
a score to thousands, according to the reputation gained by their self- 
appointed beaders.

ICANADIANS ARE KEEX 
FOR THE “BAWBEES” 

Ottawa, Nov, &--A tremendous in; 
crease in the demand for small coln- 
age is reflected In the output of the 
Royal Mint here for the y-esent year. 
Last year the total number of coins 
of all denominations turned out by 
the mint was approximately twenty- 
seven millions. For the first ten 
months of the present year that num- 
ber has already been exceeded and 
almost a million a week fs now being 
turned out, 

Last year there was a heavy de 
mand for the larger coins such as 
half dollars and quarters. 

This year the demand is largely for 
five and ten cent pieces, and for the 
new one cent copper coin. For the 
fatter there has been a tremendous 
emand, especially from Montreal. 
This increased demand, it_is said, fs 
largely due to the inaugeration of the 
seven-cent car fare. A further rea- 
zon given is the prevalence of bar- 
gain sales of the 9S-cent ty. 

Since May last, when the new cop 
per cent was struck, upwards of 7,- 
000,000 of these coins have been turn- 
ed but, entalling the use of about 7% 
tons of copper.

In 
the moment of thé leo sinking he 
was agile-enongh, ‘and ‘lucky enough, 
to leap cicar of the wreck and eStape 
the Ucadly suction of the dissppearing 
vessel. He was alive and (gninjured, 
but he was many miles {from shore, 
and’ there- wad po help tm sight. : 

After swiniming for an hour he 
forfad a hatch cover on which he rest- 
et.

He 
found a Filipine bey, another sur 
vitor of the wreck, clinging to an olf 
bor. They drifted together. 

When daylight came they could see 
boats, but could not make themselves 
heard or seen. They were tortured 
Qs thirst, salt water got Into thelr 
mouths, they drifted all day. 

Night came again. Soon after dark 
they saw the lights of a breakwater, 
end with new hopes noticed that the 
lights grew larger and more distinct.

comfort to many sufferers from hun-! 
ger and disease in a country where 
doctors are’ few and trained nurses 
almost unknown, and where. war had 
exacted a fearful toll in suffering and 
death. ; 

The organization of this brave band 
of Canadian nurses is the result of 
the efforts of Madame Pantazzi.a 
Canadian resident of Roumania, who 
passed through the horrors of thé war 
and is now engaged in the noble work 
of securing nurses and medical as- 
sistance to meeg the great needs of 
Roumania. - - 

Madame Pantazzi addressed the 
members of the Belleville Women's 
Canadian Club Tuesday, evening in St. 
Thomas Church Parish’ Hall and her 
recital of experiences. in Roumania 
and Russia during the war was inten- 
sely interesting and thrilling. Deecis- 
fon to enter the war on the side of 
the Allies was taken ut four o'clock 
in the afternoon at Bucharest and at 
nine o'clock at night a-Zeppelin raid 
was made on the city followed daily 
and nightly air -ralis, which caused 
much destruction of property ant loss 
of life.

KING ALEXANDER AND THE 
TROUBLOUS GREEK THRONE. 


Being king may be a fine job, but the three years or so during which | 


© the late Alexander of Greece held down the throne of that country would 
hot stem to have brought him much pleasure. ~The record of the events 
© of his brief reigh shows that his life during that time was just one thing 
after another, cach worse than the preceding one, leading up to the 
strange climax of a monkey-bite, which brought his career to a close. 
Assuming the crown when a revolution had compelled his father, King 
Constantine to quit, Alexander first of all found himself up against a 
Niolent political storm. Though placed on the throne by the Allied 
Powers because it was thought his education at Oxford might have in- 
“clined him to be friendly toward the English, the young King neverthe- 
idess appeared to many to be under the influence of his pro-German father 
‘and mother. Many clashes between the King and Premier Venizelos 
were reported during and following the war. When the political rough 
* weather had calmed somewhat, Alexander found himself in fresh trouble 
at court because of his marriage with a commoncr, Helen Manos, the 
“daughter of a colonel in the Greck Army. One party urged the Iegaliz- 
“ation of the marriage, while another wished it annulled. To escape the 
gossip incident to this difficulty, the King and his wife left Greece, and 
have spent much of their time in Paris during the present year. In addi- 
ention to these various perplexities that he had thrust upon him, it. scems 
: that fate had apparently also decreed that Alexander's life should fre- 
t quently be in danger. ‘Thus, soon after assuming the throne he had a 
narrow escape when returning from the Serbian’ border on 2 train that 
was bombed by an enemy aviator. He had previously been injured twice, 
once breaking his léz.qwhile practising jumping and once in an automobile 
"accident. The crowning misfortune came when the King was severely 
bitten by a pet monkey early in October. The wound thus inflicted de- 
veloped the blood-poisoning, of which he died. It is said that the Greeks 
have been proud of the international brilliance which their royal family, 
related to all the reigning houses of Europe, brought to their capital. 
But King Alexander was 2 disappointment, particularly because of his 
morgantic marriage, and also for other reasons.

They 
aro known as the cliff dwellers. Their 
homes were on the summits of high 
rocks hollowed into rooms. They as- 
centied and descended by ladders. In 
case of an attack the ladders were 
drawn up. Stores of food and water 
werp kept in’ the houses. Many. ves. 
tiges remain, ancient pottery, et¢. 
Many of these residences are to-day 
inaccessible. In some cases the ycks 
have been ascended by explorers. Who 
these cliff dwellers were is not known. 
The Pueblo tribe of Indians have a 
number of villages and are to some de- 
gree civilized, owing to the Catholic 
priests who dwell with them. How 
civilized men, highly educated, can vol 
untarily pass their lives amidst such 
surrounding is wonderful. 
Indian Plays 
The Indians still retain many of 
their habits and customs. Those who 
are not members of a church still per- 
form thelr plays and have their ex- 
traordinary festivals.

Vessel Wrecked On Main Ducks

MEMBERS OF CREW HAD TO SWIM OVER A MILE TO SHORE 
IN ICY WATER—VESSEL BROKE IN TWO—CARED FOR IN 
LIGHTHOUSE FOR TEN DAYS — CARGO OF. COAL FOR 
DOWNEY COMPANY, BELLEVILLE, LOST + THRILLING 
EXPERIENCE IN FIGHT FOR LIFE. f 


Althbugh the members of the crew of the steam barge Randall wero 
not residents of Belleville, there was much anxiety. {clt bere as to their 
salety, as it was generally believed that the vessel had gone down, and 
such proves to be the fact. All the crew are safe, though, and spcat last 
night in this city, their headquarters being the Queen's Hotel. The 
members of the crew are Capt. F. H. Randall, Gib. Smiith, Harry Smith 
and Jack Brady. The first three are residents of Setley's| Bay, and 
Brady's home is at Newboro. ‘

THE LAST CRUISE. : : 

As already published, the steam barge John Randall, ladea with 
tons of coal for the Downey Company of Belleville, left Oswego on Tues- 
day morning, Novembcr 16, for this port. The weather at this time was 
fair and continued so until about four o'clock in the afternoon, witen the 
wind freshened from the northeast and continued to increase in ipteasity 
until it was a gale. At this time the vessel was a [cw miles off what is 
known a$ the Main Ducks, at the head of Lake Ontario, off Kingston. 

Capt. Randall, realizing that the situation was growing critical, 
headed his vessel eastward and succeeded in putting into the channel on 
the east side of the cove and what is known as School House Bay. At 
this point it may be of local interest to state that there is\a pler built by 
the late Hoa. H. Corby of this city, where he secured his pleasure. yacht 
when in that vicinity. The Randall was steered between this pier and 
the shore. 

During the carly part of the cvening and Jater in thenight the gale 
increased in violence and snow fell. The sea got so rough, Caftain Ran- 
dall stated, that his vessel, in dropping down between the waves, would 
strike bottom, as the water is not deep at this point. The back-Wash was 
so strong that it carried the vessel out into the lake against the wind, 
This continued for some time, when the vessel struck a reef anid a rent 
was made in the hull. ‘ ° . 

¥, BROKE IN TWO. : 

At this stage of the trouble the main steam pipe burst, aad the 
sel soon broke in two, her forward part sinking, while that portiva of the 
vessel where the cabin was situated was above the water lide. It was 
impossible to lower the yaw! boat on account of the seas. 

All that night the four members of the crew remained in the pilot 
house with the waves going over it and breaking the windows, and with 
prospects of the pilot housc being carricd away. The crew remained in 

he pilot house until two o'clock of the afternoon of the 17th, fast., bav- 
ing been without food for nearly 24 hours. It was then decided.to make 
an effort to reach an island in the Main Ducks group where the lighthouse 
is located. The men bad life-preservers on, but they did not prove of 
great service. 


_ LEFT THE WRECK. : 

At two o'clock Capt. Randall and his three companions left the 
wreck and struck out for shore. They had to swim about ‘a mile und a 
hall, and this prove to be no casy task as water was continually breaking 
over them. By determined effort the four mea succeeded in reaching the 
island, and just as'they reached shore Mr. Fred Bongard, the keeper of 
tht lighthouse, accompanied by his wife and son, appeared on the scene. 
This was not an unusual occurrence, for Mr: Bongard makes daily trips 
about the island to sec if any vessels arc in distress. 

TEN DAYS AT LIGHTHOUSE. 

As quickly as possible the party reached the lighthouse, where Mr. 
Bongard and bis family did everything possible for the shipwrecked 
sailors, and for ten days they remained at the lighthouse, where they 
were most hospitably entertained. During these ten’ days no vessels 
were to be scen, and it was not possible to communicate with the main- 
tand. ; «
